W a s h in g t o n , Oct. 28.—The Spanish 
minister, Scuor Dupny de Lome, con* 
seated for the first time vest onlay to 
apeak concerning the policy of autono­ 
my which the Spanish government pro­ 
pose* to apply to Cuba. 
This has been 
referred to in general terms since the 
advent of the Sagasta ministry, but 
there has been lack of authentic detail*. 
Senor Dupny de Lome gave the evolu­ 
tions through which autonomy haa 
passed leading up to the present policy. 
Under the provisions of the treaty of 
Zanjon, ooncluded in 1878 at the close 
of the last Cuban disturbance, it was 
provided that Cuba was to enjoy the 
same liberties a* those accorded to tho 
Island of Puerto Rioo. 
This latter 
island had the same liberties as those of 
any province in Spain. 
This brought 
the Autonomift party (so called) into 
existence, its essential principle being 
that of self government for Cuba, and 
not treating Cuba as a province of 
Spain, as was the system in Puerto 
Rico. 
That party adopted a platform, and 
in 188U offered a complete pragramme of 
autouomy, for the cor «deration of the 
country. 
A peaceful agitation of this 
autouomy programme was then inaugu­ 
rated. 
Compromise reform measure* 
were framed in 1893. which acknowl­ 
edged the personality of Cuba a* a separ­ 
ate body, but under the Spanish flag. 
These reforms having been considered 
in*ufficient on account of the state of 
tha island Premier Canovas proceeded 
to greatly enlarge them, his plan being, 
however, short of absolute autonomy. 
Now Mr. Moret, minister of the colonies 
in the new cabinet, fulfills the promisee 
of the Liberal party when it was in the 
minority, and proclaims that autonomy 
as it had always been demanded by the 
home rule party of Cuba. 
Under this policy as applied to Cuba, 
the island will have a system on the 
line* of those of Cauada, m aintaining 
its individuality on all internal affairs

J’.esfc Avenue* <o Sure««* Ar« Found Out- 
«ide Oar Largest Cities. 
“ Business conditions of the great cit­ 
ies are not favorable to young m en,” 
writes Edward W. Bok in The Ladies’ 
Home Journal, advising young men 
about to begin their careers against go­ 
ing to the big cities. 
“ It is said,” he 
continues, “ that competition develops 
men. 
It doe* unquestionably. 
But to 
cope with present competition as it ex­ 
ists in the centers calls for a vast 
amonnt of experience. 
That experience 
a mau must have back of him before he 
can enter the competing arena. 
‘But 
how can I better acquire that experience 
than where there is constant need of it?’ 
How better, my young friend? By serv­ 
ing a long apprenticeship in some city 
smaller than the greatest. 
The large 
cities are today poor places in which to 
learn the rudiments of business com­ 
petition, for w hile the young man is 
learning the experienced man swallows 
him up. 
‘But that is experience,’ per­ 
sists the young man. 
It is, but a more 
severe kind than there is need of—a 
kind which, ouoe indulged in, does not 
leave a pleasant remembrance. Compe­ 
tition in a smaller city may be just as 
keen proportionately; but, what is all 
important to the young man starting 
out, tho risks are not so great, the ex- j 
perience is not apt to be so co stly !

T he D u ratiou o f L ife V aries A ccord in g to 
C ircum stances.

fish, the carp arc especially long lived. 
Among birds, some of the parrot spe­ 
cie» ore supposed 10 live over lou years. 
The swan, the raven, the eagle, are also 
credited with great length of life, 
In the mammalia, the elephant at­ 
tains the greatest age. 
It grows for 25 
to 30 years and is said to live from 100 
to 150 years and even longer. 
We have 
no accurate means of ascertaining the 
whale’s age. A lion is ¡-aid to have lived 
70 years iu the Tower, but there is 110 ev­ 
idence that he attains anything like that 
age in the natural state. 
Forty years is 
recorded by naturalists as the extreme 
age. 
Tho camel may attain the ago of 
50. 
It eats little and drinks less. 
The 
horse is comparatively a shortlived ani­ 
mal, but it is a w ell known fact that 
when he does little work and passes the 
greater part of his days in pasture he 
may attain to about 40 years of life, 
but when a hcrso is hard worked and 
fed, moreover, upon beans, oats and 
other ossifying foods his days are much 
shorter. 
In the vegetable kingdom the yew at­ 
tains great age. Those at Fountains ab­ 
bey are about 1,200 years old. 
Two 
orange trees at Rome, planted respec­ 
tively by Bt. 
Dominic and Thomas 
Aquinas, are said to be from 500 to COO 
years old, and there are records of trop­ 
ical trees that, counting by their rings, 
are »supposed to have attained the age 
of 800 to 1,000 years.—Nineteenth Cen­ 
tury.

Elephant Flesh an African Delicacy. 
The flesh of tbe elephant is eaten in 
Its entirety by several of the African 
tribes. A detail of the process of butch­ 
ering the anim als is not pleasant read­ 
ing. The tools used are the assagai and 
hatchet. 
The rough outer skin is first 
removed in large shefets. 
Beneath this 
is a subcuticle, a pliable membrane, 
from which the natives m ake w ater 
skins. 
The elephant yields largo quan­ 
tities of fat, used in cooking the ua- 
rives’ sun dried biltong, or dried strip* 
of the elephant’s flesh, and also in the 
preparation of vegetables. 
A frican ex­ 
plorers of tbe Caucasian race agree that 
ouo part of tho elephant’s carcass, when 
properly cooked, is a succulent dish 
th a t w ill regale the most delicate taste. 
This part, very strangely, is tho first 
jo in t of the leg below the knee, w hich 
one would suppose to be the toughest 
portion of the anim al. 
To prepare the 
joint a hole three feet deep is dug in 
the earth, and the sides of it are baked 
hard by means of large live coals. Most 
of tbe coals are then taken out, and the 
elephant’s foot is placed in the rude 
oven. 
Tbe hole is then filled w ith dirt, 
tightly packed, «ud a blazing fire is 
bu ilt on top, w hich is kept replenished 
for three hours. The foot is thus evenly 
baked, 
and 
w hen done, 
instead of 
strong, tough m eat fiber, it is of a ge­ 
latinous consistency th a t m ay J5e eaten 
w ith a spoon.— Philadelphia Lancet.

referred to in general terms since the 
advent of the Sagasta ministry, bat 
there has been lack of authentic d etail. 
Senor Dupuy de Lome gave the evolu­ 
tions 
through 
which autonomy baa 
passed leading up to the present policy. ' 
Under the provisions of the treaty of 
Zen jail, concluded in 1878 at the close 
of the last Cuban disturbance, it was 
provided that Cuba was to enjoy the 
aam# liberties a* those accorded to the 
Island of Puerto Rico. 
This latter 
island had th# same liberties as those of 
any province in Spain. 
This brought 
the Autonomist party (so called I into 
existence, it* essential principle being 
that of self government for Cuba, and 
not treating Cuba a* a province of 
Spain, as was the system in Puerto 
Rico. 
That party adopted a platform, and 
in I BKU offered a complete prs gramme of 
autonomy, for tho consideration of the 
country. 
A peaceful agitation of this 
autonomy programme wa* then inaugu­ 
rated. 
Compromise reform measure* 
were framed in 1898. which acknowl­ 
edged the personality of Cuba a* a separ­ 
ate body, but under th# Spanish flag. 
The** reforms haring Ixnm considered 
insufficient on account of the state of 
tbs island Premier Caneva* proceeded 
to greatly enlarge them, his plan being, 
however, short of absolute autonomy. 
Now Mr. Morel, minister of the colonies 
in the new cabinet, fulfill* the promises 
of the Liberal party when it was in the 
minority, and proclaims that autonomy 
aa it had always been demanded by the 
home rule party of Cuba. 
Under this policy a* applied to Cuba, 
the island will have a system mi the 
lines id t h * o f Canada, maintaining 
its individuality on all internal affaire 
and yet retaining Its place aa a part of 
the federal system. 
It will have a vice­ 
roy, or governor general, such as Aus­ 
tralia. New Zealand or Canada. 
The 
island will 
have 
it* own legislature, 
chosen directly by Hie people, who w ill 
enjoy universal suffrage. 
From the 
majority in the legislature, the govern­ 
or general will 
choose his ministry, 
consisting of a president of tim minis­ 
try aud four minister?*, namely, min­ 
ister of the intern*sr. minister of public 
instruction aud minister of finance. 
At the same time Cuba will have rep­ 
resentation in iii© Spanish curies, as 
well as her local legislature. 
The rep­ 
resentative to the Corte* will lie also 
elected by the people cf Cuba, through 
universal suffrage, and will not be se- j 
leered by the ministry as has been 
erunously stared. 
The ministry will be J 
responsible to the legislature and not to 
the governor general.

or America. 
A large proportion of the 
articles are signed w ith the nam es of 
the w riters, even w hen the w ork is 
more or less of a routine nature, such 
as the sporting or law departm ents af 
the paper. On the other hand, the own 
"tship of t>cwepapor« is lese frequently 
lodged in single bunds than is the case 
in America, 
Very m any of the French 
papers are owned by com panies or a m o 
elations, w hile tbestock of several of 
the best known, such as The Figaro and 
P etit Journal, is bought and sold daily 
on tile Stock Exchange, tile quotations 
appearing as regularly as those of rail 
way shares or G overnm ent bonds. 
The circulation of all but a very few 
of the P aris papers varies enormously, 
according to the contents.

contains a striking article* w ell adver 
tised previously, or if itsfeuilhffon, m d 
tinned story or memoirs, w hich most of 
the French journals consider an essen 
tial part of their daily issue, is by some 
well known author, the a re n I a flan w ill 
run up 50,000 or 100,000 in a wee k 
and drop again as soon as the special 
feature is discontinued.

E le p h a n t F lesh an A frican D elicacy. 
Tho tiesh of the elephant is eaten in 
its entirety by several of the African 
tribes. A detail af the process of butch­ 
ering the animals is not pleasant rend­ 
ing. The tools used are the assagai and 
hatchet. The rough outer skin is first 
removed in large sheets. Beneath this 
is a subcuticle, a pliable membrane, 
from which the natives make water 
skins. The elephant yields largo quan­ 
tities of fat, used in cooking the na­ 
tives’ sun dried biltong, or dried stript 
of the elephant’s flesh, and also in tho 
preparation of vegetables. African ex­ 
plorers of the Caucasian race agree that 
one part of the elephant’s carcass, when 
properly cooked, is a succulent dish 1 
that will regale the mast delicate taste. J 
This part, very strangely, is the first 
joint of the leg below the knee, which 
one would suppose to bo the toughest 
portion of the animal. To prepare the 
joint a hole three feet deep is dug in 
the earth, and tho sides of it arc baked 
hard by means of large live coals. Most 
of the coals are then taken out, and the 
elephant’s foot is placed in the rude 
oven. The hole is then Ailed with dirt, 
tightly packed, aud a blazing fire it 
built on top, which is kept replenished 
for three hours. The foot is thus evenly 
baked, aud when done, instead of 
strong, tough meat fiber, it is of a ge­ 
latinous consistency that may .be eaten 
with a spoon.—Philadelphia Lancet.
